Transmittal 

I  submit  herewith  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Division  of 
Local  Government  covering  the  fiscal  year  January  1  to  December  31, 
1956,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  112,  P.  L.  1944,  which 
require  "the  Director  to  publish  annually  a  report  of  comparative 
financial  statistics  of  local  government  tabulated  to  show  the  costs  of 
government,  the  costs  of  principal  services,  the  amount  of  debt  and 
other  pertinent  data." 

Comparable  1938  to  1956 

The  schedules  in  this  report  closely  follow  those  of  preceding 
years,  thus  permitting  comparable  studies  for  a  nineteen-year  period. 

Source  of  Material  of  Report 

The  statistical  data  contained  herein  have  been  assembled  from 
financial  statements  prepared  by  the  chief  financial  officer  of  the  munici- 
pality. Heretofore,  reports  of  audit  have  been  used  where  available 
but  studies  have  indicated  that  the  report  can  be  completed  more 
speedily  by  using  financial  statements  in  all  cases.  Our  studies  also 
indicate  that  these  statements  are  adequate  for  reporting  purposes. 

Scope  of  Report 

The  first  section  of  the  text  following  the  letter  of  transmittal,  will 
deal  with  "Explanatory  Terms,  Titles  and  Definitions,"  followed  by  a 
section  dealing  with  "Comparative  Statements  and  Summaries." 

Number  of  Municipalities 

This  report  covers  the  transactions  of  the  588  local  government 
units  of  Xew  Jersey,  consisting  of  21  counties,  53  cities,  21  towns,  257* 
boroughs,  235  townships  and  1  village. 

Alphabetical  Sequence — County — Maps 

For  convenience  and  quick  reference,  material  is  presented  in 
alphabetical  sequence  with  a  separate  section  for  counties. 

A  map  of  each  county  showing  the  location  of  the  various  munici- 
palities therein  will  be  found  immediately  in  front  of  the  detail  relat- 
ing to  a  particular  county. 

The  name  of  each  municipality  is  followed  by  the  form  of  govern- 
ment, i.  e.,  city,  town,  borough,  etc.,  together  with  1950  population 
figures,  land  area  and  net  valuation  taxable.  Municipalities  operating 
under  special  forms  of  government  appear  on  page  XV.  The  effective 
date  of  the  statute  appears  on  the  tabulation  dealing  with  optional 
charter  municipalities,  while  the  date  of  the  next  election  is  shown  for 
other  forms. 


*  The  Borough  of  Island  Beach  is  an  incorporated  Borough,  but  had  no  financial  trans- 
actions in  1956  due  to  the  failure  of  governing  and  other  officials  to  operate  the  municipality. 
Incidentally  all  of  the  land  is  now  owned  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 


SUMMARY 

One  Page  Devoted  to  Each  Municipality 

In  summary,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  present  a  comprehensive 
picture  of  the  current  financial  position  of  each  county  and  municipality 
and  in  so  doing,  I  have  assembled  pertinent  information  on  a  single 
page  excepting  data  on  municipally  owned  utilities,  which  appear  in  a 
separate  section  of  the  report.  I  have  endeavored  to  comply  with  the 
statutory  requirements  and  present  a  report  of  comparative  financial 
statistics  of  local  government  and  at  the  same  time  present  the  material 
in  such  a  way  that  anyone  not  familiar  with  municipal  finance  may 
interpret  and  analyze  the  several  statements.  The  1956  budget  opera- 
tions as  reflected  by  the  statement  of  revenue  and  expenditures  shows 
the  costs  of  various  governmental  functions,  singly  and  in  total.  These 
figures  have  been  set  up  in  conformity  with  a  classification  schedule  in 
general  use  through  the  United  States  and  while  the  larger  units  may 
be  susceptible  to  further  breakdown,  uniform  classifications  have  been 
used  throughout  this  report. 

I  feel  that  this  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a  word  of  com- 
mendation for  Francis  E.  Maimona,  Statistician,  who  has  handled  all  of 
the  detail  contained  in  this  report.  Likewise,  other  members  of  the 
staff  who  have  assisted  in  the  work  are  entitled  to  special  mention.  In 
addition,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Eco- 
nomic Development,  Division  of  Planning  and  Development,  for  the 
use  of  the  county  maps  appearing  herein.

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EXPLANATORY  TERMS,  TITLES  AND  DEFINITIONS 

Municipal  Fiscal  Year 

The  fiscal  year  for  all  counties  and  municipalities  is  the  calendar 
year. 

Statements  of  Expenditures  and  Required  Payments 

In  compliance  with  that  part  of  the  statute  which  requires  a  tabula- 
tion showing  costs  of  government  and  the  costs  of  principal  services  in 
comparable  form,  a  statement  of  expenditures  which  reflects  the  budget 
results  of  the  year,  is  used. 

Expenditures 

The  term  expenditure  includes  not  only  cash  disbursements,  but  in 
addition,  amounts  reserved  to  meet  unpaid  claims  of  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  that  Amounts  Reserved  to  Meet 
Unpaid  Claims  of  a  current  fiscal  year  are  added  to  the  actual  cash 
disbursements  in  this  report.  The  unexpended  balance  of  an  appro- 
priation (even  though  it  may  be  uncommitted)  is  reserved  under  New 
Jersey  statute  regardless  of  the  amount  of  the  actual  commitments 
against  such  reserve.  The  net  result  is  that  the  amounts  reserved  at 
the  end  of  a  fiscal  year  are  considerably  in  excess  of  the  actual  commit- 
ments of  such  fiscal  year.  It  may  be  argued  that  this  excess  reserve 
produces  an  erroneous  picture  insofar  as  expenditures  are  concerned. 
However,  few  municipalities  maintain  complete  requisition  systems  and 
it  follows  that  reporting  expenditures  in  excess  of  the  actual  disburse- 
ments makes  for  sound  finance.  In  other  words,  the  fact  that  a  portion 
of  the  amount  considered  as  an  expenditure  or  charge  remains  unused 
at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  period  strengthens  the  eventual  financial  position 
of  the  municipality. 

Deferred  Charges  and  Statutory  Expenditures 

This  title  includes  amounts  appropriated  to  cover  over-expendi- 
tures, emergencies,  judgments,  or  any  items  of  a  mandatory  nature 
occurring  in  a  prior  period  and  required  to  be  met  in  a  current  period. 
The  major  items  incorporated  in  this  classification  are  emergencies  and 
expenditures  without  appropriations. 

Emergency  Appropriations 

The  New  Jersey  statutes  provide  that  emergency  appropriations 
may  be  created  by  resolution  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  an  unforeseen 
emergent  condition,  or  one  for  which  adequate  appropriation  was  not 
made  in  the  current  budget.  These  appropriations  must  be  created  by 
a  resolution  adopted  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  gov- 
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erning  body,  and  where  the  amount  exceeds  three  percent  of  the  operat- 
ing budget  require  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Local  Government. 
It  is  mandatory  that  all  emergency  appropriations  be  included  in  the 
budget  of  the  next  succeeding  year.  The  expenditures  under  emer- 
gency appropriations  are  subject  to  the  same  classification  as  to  pur- 
pose as  an  original  appropriation.  Thus,  in  this  report,  emergency 
expenditures  of  1956  are  in  no  instance  separately  classified.  A  sub- 
sequent comment,  however,  illustrates  the  extent  to  which  these  are 
financed  by  emergency  notes.  All  of  these  emergency  appropriations 
except  those  referred  to  in  a  subsequent  paragraph  are  cleared  by 
specific  appropriation  in  the  1957  budget  and  will  fall  in  the  "  Deferred 
Charge  and  Statutory  Expenditure "  group. 

During  1956  municipalities  declared  emergencies  aggregating  ap- 
proximately $4,817,286  and  thus  created  emergency  appropriations 
for  the  foregoing  amount  which  were  financed  from  funds  on  hand. 
These  appropriations  were  for  water  and  other  utilities,  garbage  and 
ashes,  fire  protection,  roads,  streets  and  bridges,  police,  health,  housing, 
parking  meters,  poor,  schools,  etc. 

Emergency  Appropriations — Chapter  239,  P.  L.  1955  and  Chapter  48,  P.  L.  1956 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  239,  P.  L.  1955,  emergency 
appropriations  may  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  damage  re- 
sulting from  floods  or  emergencies  created  under  the  statute  may  be 
retired  over  a  five-year  period  with  at  least  20%  appropriated  annually. 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  48,  P.  L.  1956,  a  municipality  after  the 
adoption  of  an  ordinance  may  create  an  emergency  appropriation  for 
(1)  tax  map,  (2)  revaluation  program  or  (3)  the  appointment  of  a 
planning  consultant.  These  appropriations  may  also  be  retired  over  a 
five-year  period  with  at  least  20%  appropriated  each  year. 

A  limited  number  of  emergencies  have  been  approved  under  the 
chapter  first  mentioned  and  a  substantial  number  are  taking  advantage 
of  Chapter  48,  P.  L.  1956.  As  previously  stated,  all  emergency  appro- 
priations except  those  created  pursuant  to  the  two  statutes  referred 
to  above  must  be  covered  in  full  in  the  next  succeeding  budget. 

Emergency  Borrowings 

Emergency  appropriations  may  or  may  not  be  supported  by  bor- 
rowings. If  a  municipality  has  sufficient  current  funds  to  support  an 
emergency  appropriation,  recourse  need  not  be  had  to  the  issuance  of 
emergency  notes.  On  the  other  hand,  a  municipality  may,  if  it  so  elects, 
issue  emergency  notes  to  support  an  emergency  appropriation. 

Required  Payments  for  Local  School,  County,  and  Special  District  Taxes 

This  figure  is  broken  down  under  the  caption  of  " Taxes"  where 
the  respective  amount  of  each  requirement  is  shown.  Attention  is  di- 
rected to  the  comment  on  "New  Jersey  Tax  Billing  and  Collecting 
Procedure,"  also  to  the  comment  on  "Local  Purpose  Taxes"  which 
follow. 
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New  Jersey  Tax  Billing  and  Collecting  Procedure 

A  word  of  explanation  is  needed  at  this  point  relative  to  the  method 
of  tax  billing  and  collecting  in  New  Jersey.  Property  is  assessed  for 
taxing  purposes  as  of  October  1  of  the  year  preceding  that  for  which 
the  tax  is  levied.  The  municipal  budget  determines  the  tax  require- 
ments of  the  municipality.  The  local  school  budget  determines  the  tax 
requirements  of  the  local  school  district.  The  county  budget  fixes  the 
amount  due  for  county  purposes  and  the  county  tax  requirements  of 
each  individual  municipality  are  determined  by  an  apportionment  of 
the  county  tax  requirements  by  the  county  tax  board. 

The  several  requirements  are  added  together  and  thus  become  the 
total  tax  levy  of  the  municipality.  The  local  collector  submits  a  single 
bill  for  county,  local  school  and  local  requirements.  Taxes  are 
payable  in  four  installments  and  the  taxing  district  must  make  man- 
datory payments  to  the  school  district  and  to  the  county.  What 
remains  is  available  for  municipal  purposes.  Thus,  it  is  easy  to  see 
that  failure  to  collect  taxes  may  leave  a  municipality  without  funds 
with  which  to  operate.  From  the  taxpayer's  standpoint,  the  method  is 
cleancut  to  the  extent  that  he  receives  only  a  preliminary  bill  and  a 
final  bill  and  when  he  makes  payment,  he  has  satisfied  all  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  county,  local  school  district  and  local  municipality. 

County  Taxes 

This  is  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  by  the  municipality  to  the 
county  for  its  share  of  the  county  tax  levy  as  apportioned  by  the  county 
tax  board. 

State  Taxes 

No  direct  State  property  tax  was  levied  for  any  purpose  for  the 
year  1956.  The  last  report  to  reflect  a  State  Tax  was  that  of  the 
year  1946. 

Local  School  Taxes 

Local  school  taxes  represent  the  amount  required  for  the  support 
of  local  district  schools  which,  in  all  except  what  are  known  as  Chapter 
VI  or  so-called  city  districts,  are  governed  by  a  corporation  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  municipal  corporation.  The  school  year  runs 
from  July  1  to  June  30,  however,  treating  the  local  school  levy  as  a 
required  payment  without  adjustment  creates  no  confusion  insofar  as 
this  report  is  concerned,  furthermore  a  number  of  school  districts  levy 
taxes  on  a  calendar  year  as  permitted  by  statute. 

Local  Purpose  Taxes 

Every  municipal  budget  is  balanced  by  what  is  known  as  a  Local 
Purpose  Tax.  The  Local  Purpose  levy  appears  under  the  heading  of 
"1956  Tax  Requirements  "  and  a  comment  appears  on  page  VIII  of  the 
report  dealing  with  this  item.    This  item  loses  some  of  its  identity  due 


to  the  fact  that  under  a  cash  basis  accounting  procedure  it  is  submerged 
in  the  financial  set-up ;  however,  this  local  purpose  levy  is  that  portion 
of  the  total  levy  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  officials. 
This  item  was  given  its  proper  place  in  the  budget  form  prepared  by 
the  Division  beginning  with  1952. 

The  Local  Purpose  Tax  is  of  prime  importance  in  the  preparation 
of  the  municipal  budget  and  this  report  has  been  prepared  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  item  is  given  due  prominence. 

Statement  of  Receipts  and  Revenues 

As  an  offset  to  the  expenditure  statement,  a  statement  of  receipts 
and  revenues  which  reflects  the  end  of  the  year  budget  results  on  the 
income  side  of  the  budget  is  used.  Actual  receipts  which  are  available 
to  meet  expenditures  and  required  payments  may  be  determined  from 
the  statement  of  revenues.  The  revenue  figures  shown  in  this  report 
represent  cash  receipts  in  all  instances  except  in  the  case  of  surplus 
revenue  and  State  Aid.  Surplus  revenue  may  in  part  be  offset  in  de- 
ferred charges  and  State  Aid  may  be  represented  by  State  funds  set 
aside  for  the  municipality  but  not  yet  paid  over. 

Revenue  Accounts 

Eevenue  accounts  referred  to  above  are  defined  herewith  in  order 
to  clarify  their  meaning  to  anyone  not  familiar  with  New  Jersey  mu- 
nicipal finance. 

Surplus  Revenue: — Eepresents  free  cash  used  to  support  the 
current  budget  after  providing  the  amounts  required  to  meet  the 
cash  liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  and  the  amount  of 
non-cash  surplus  permitted  to  be  used  to  offset  deferred  charges 
which  are  required  to  be  cleared  by  budget  action.  It  does  not 
represent  the  current  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year 
except  in  unusual  cases. 

Miscellaneous  Revenues  Realized: — Eepresents  cash  receipts 
from  such  sources  as : 

Licenses 

Fees  and  permits 

Fines  (magistrates,  etc.) 

Interest  and  costs  on  taxes  and  assessments 

Bus  receipts  taxes 

Parking  meters 

Franchise  tax 

Gross  receipts  tax 

Sundry  receipts 
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State  Aid  to  Municipalities  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
miscellaneous  revenue  picture.  Chapter  62,  of  the  Laws  of  1947> 
provides  that  municipalities  may  anticipate  State  Aid  for  current 
road  repairs,  street  lighting  and  capital  road  construction.  Statu- 
tory emphasis  was  placed  on  this  State  Aid  being  used  for  current 
repairs  with  the  result  that  many  municipalities  anticipate  a  great 
part  of  the  $5,770,000  appropriated  by  the  State  under  what  is 
commonly  known  as  "Formula  Funds."  This,  and  a  limited 
amount  of  other  forms  of  State  Aid,  are  separately  reported  under 
"State  Aid  Revenues  Realized." 

A  comparative  statement  of  realized  revenues  by  all  munici- 
palities is  shown  on  page  XXI. 

Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  expenditure  and  required  payment  group 
shows  a  total  captioned  "Total  All  Expenditures  and  Required  Pay- 
ments" which  figure  excludes  the  "Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes." 
This  "Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes"  is  not  a  cash  requirement  and 
while  it  is  an  integral  part  of  the  budget,  should  not  be  considered  in 
determining  cash  requirements.  This  is  an  amount  added  to  the  re- 
quired levy;  and  should,  based  upon  the  estimated  collection  of  current 
taxes,  provide  the  cash  required  for  operations  and  required  payments. 

Significance  of  Unbalanced  Totals 

A  comparison  of  the  total  expenditures  and  required  payments 
with  the  total  receipts  and  revenues  realized  indicates  the  extent  to 
which  receipts  support  expenditures.  Under  the  cash  basis  of  opera- 
tions an  excess  of  receipts  means  that  there  is  a  surplus  which  may  be 
availed  of  to  support  budgets  of  subsequent  years ;  and  a  deficiency  of 
receipts  means  that  the  deficit  must  be  provided  for  in  the  budget  of 
the  succeeding  year.  Any  attempt  to  use  balanced  totals  in  this  report 
would  materially  delay  the  completion  thereof. 

Capital  Outlay 

A  Statement  of  Capital  Outlay  follows  the  Statement  of  Receipts 
and  Revenues.  This  is  subdivided  under  several  captions.  This  state- 
ment represents  expenditures  from  bond  funds.  It  will  be  noted  that 
a  separate  heading  appears  in  the  Operating  section  for  "Capital  Im- 
provements and  Capital  Improvement  Fund."  This  item  in  part  may 
represent  a  direct  outlay  for  capital  improvements  indicated  by  so- 
called  line  item  appropriations ;  the  balance  representing  a  down-pay- 
ment fund  which  can  only  be  availed  of  through  ordinance.  The  capital 
improvement  fund  may  be  expended  in  the  year  in  which  the  appropria- 
tion is  made  or  may  be  accumulated  and  held  for  future  capital  pur- 
poses. 
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Tax  Rates 

A  breakdown  of  tax  rates  is  shown  for  each  municipality.  This 
breakdown  shows  that  portion  of  the  rate  applicable  to  county,  local 
district  school  and  local  municipal  purposes.  This  computation  is 
based  on  figures  appearing  in  the  printed  " Abstract  of  Eatables"  and 
can  be  checked  to  that  source. 

The  tax  rate  for  each  county  is  not  shown  on  the  individual  county 
sheets  since  this  rate  varies  in  each  municipality  according  to  the  ratio 
of  assessed  values  to  true  value. 

1956  Taxes  Levied 

An  analysis  of  the  several  purposes  for  which  taxes  are  levied 
will  be  found  under  the  foregoing  caption.  It  will  be  noted  that  taxes 
levied  are  broken  down  under  the  headings  of  Local  School,  County, 
and  Special  District  Taxes.  These  several  items  represent  man- 
datory requirements.  Attention  is  directed  to  page  IV,  "New  Jersey 
Tax  Billing  and  Collecting  Procedure,"  which  will  give  a  general  idea 
of  the  method  of  levying  and  collecting  taxes  under  the  New  Jersey 
statutes. 

The  local  purpose  levy  which  is  set  forth  as  a  separate  item  repre- 
sents the  amount  required  from  general  taxation  to  operate  and  main- 
tain the  municipality  and  provide  for  municipal  debt  service.  The 
sum  total  of  the  several  items  gives  the  total  tax  levy  for  all  purposes. 

The  figures  set  forth  under  "1956  Taxes  Levied"  are  taken  from 
adopted  budget  figures  adjusted  to  the  "Abstract  of  Eatables"  of  the 
several  counties.  This  "Abstract  of  Eatables"  is  in  effect  the  printed 
record  of  the  several  tax  rolls  or  "duplicates"  as  they  are  defined  in 
the  New  Jersey  statutes. 

The  budget  as  adopted  reflects  a  Local  Purpose  Levy,  which  is 
shown  in  this  report,  but  which  by  statute  may  be  adjusted  when  the 
tax  levies  are  fixed.  School  debt  service  (in  Chapter  VI,  School  dis- 
trict) is  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  municipality  but  deducted 
from  the  local  purpose  requirements  and  added  to  the  local  district 
school  tax  levy  when  the  County  Board  strikes  the  tax  rate.  The  totals 
of  the  figures  appearing  in  the  printed  abstract  of  ratables  will  be  in 
agreement  with  the  "Total  Tax  Levy  (Tax  Duplicate) "  but  individual 
requirements  for  local  district  school  and  local  purposes  may  not  agree. 

Theoretically  the  total  of  "1956  Taxes  Levied"  should  agree  with 
the  1956  levy  appearing  under  "Current"  taxes.  Practically  there 
will  be  variations  due  to  fractional  rates  and  to  the  fact  that  taxes 
may  be  added  during  the  year.  Fractional  rates  should  always  pro- 
duce a  slight  variation,  but  where  there  are  more  than  nominal  changes 
these  will  undoubtedly  be  due  to  taxes  added  under  what  is  known  as 
Chapter  397,  P.  L.  1941. 
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Early  reports  did  not  give  due  recognition  to  the  "Local  Purpose 
Levy"  which  figure  represents  the  amount  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  municipality  and  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  affects  the  tax  rate. 

It  will  be  noted  that  all  tax  rates  are  carried  out  two  places  in  this 
report  whereas  the  printed  abstracts  of  the  several  counties  carry 
these  rates  several  places  further.  The  New  Jersey  statutes  call  for 
a  rate  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  and  it  is  established  prac- 
tice to  carry  no  rate  beyond  two  decimal  places.  For  example,  a  rate 
of  4.7719  is  carried  as  4.78 — always  to  the  next  higher  cent  on  the 
hundred. 

Current  Taxes — 1956  Collections 

This  figure  represents  1956  cash  collections  from  the  1956  tax  levy. 
The  current  collection  figure  appears  on  both  the  Statement  of  Receipts 
and  Revenues  Realized  and  the  Statement  of  Taxes. 

Delinquent  Taxes  Including  Liens 

This  represents  1956  cash  collections  on  all  prior  years'  taxes  in- 
cluding tax  title  liens  which  were  unpaid  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1956.  In  the  statement  entitled  " Taxes"  a  distinction  is  made  between 
prior  years'  taxes  and  tax  title  liens,  while  in  the  Statement  of  Receipts 
and  Revenues  no  such  distinction  is  made. 

"Prior  Years'  Taxes,"  "Tax  Title  Liens"  and  "Property  Ac- 
quired by  Deed  or  Foreclosure"  are  shown  in  condensed  form.  Bal- 
ances at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year  are  shown  together  with 
"Cash  Collections"  or  "Cash  Sales."  There  are  other  changes  such 
as  transfers,  cancellations,  etc.,  affecting  these  items  but  the  true  index 
of  activity  is  the  cash  derived  from  these  sources,  and  it  is  felt  that  the 
omission  of  other  than  cash  figures  does  not  in  any  way  lessen  the  value 
of  the  statements. 

Tax  Title  Liens 

Taxes  on  real  property  remaining  unpaid  on  July  1st  following 
the  year  of  levy  are  required  to  be  included  in  a  tax  sale.  The  holding 
of  a  tax  sale  is  mandatory  and  attention  is  directed  to  the  paragraph 
which  follows  relative  to  what  happens  after  a  sale  is  held  and  there 
are  no  outside  purchasers. 

Foreclosed  Property  and  Property  Acquired  by  Deed 

This  asset  is  created  through  the  foreclosure  of  tax  title  liens. 
When  real  estate  taxes  are  unpaid  the  collector  is  charged  with  the 
duty  of  selling  the  same  for  non-payment  and  if  there  is  no  outside 
purchaser,  the  property  is  struck  off  to  the  municipality  and  the  tax 
title  lien  is  vested  in  the  municipality.  At  any  time  after  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  tax  sale  the  municipality  may  in  accordance  with 
law  foreclose  the  right  of  redemption  through  our  courts  and  when 
such  right  to  redeem  is  foreclosed  the  municipality  acquires  title  in  fee. 
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This  property  then  becomes  municipal  property  subject  to  sale  by  the 
municipality.  The  property  is  withdrawn  from  the  ratables  when  fore- 
closed and  is  not  restored  thereto  until  sold. 

Prior  to  1946  the  asset  figure  was  the  accumulated  municipal 
charges  against  the  property.  In  1947  the  asset  figure  carried  on  the 
books  of  the  municipality  was  changed  to  the  last  assessed  valuation 
shown  in  the  records.  This  change  should  theoretically  reduce  the  asset 
value  of  foreclosed  property,  but  will  produce  a  figure  which  will  be 
more  in  accord  with  sale  prices  in  the  majority  of  cases.  The  present 
asset  value  of  foreclosed  property  indicates  that  the  disposition  thereof 
is  still  one  of  the  important  problems  of  municipalities. 

While  tax  title  liens,  in  the  main,  are  created  as  a  result  of  non- 
payment of  real  estate  taxes,  liens  may  be  created  through  the  sale 
of  delinquent  special  assessments,  utility  charges  or  special  district 
taxes.  Where  the  property  is  included  in  a  tax  sale  and  a  tax  title 
lien  comes  into  existence,  the  power  of  foreclosure  exists  whether  the 
lien  results  from  a  delinquent  tax,  a  delinquent  assessment  or  other 
delinquent  charge.  Regardless  of  the  source  of  the  delinquent  charge 
the  purchaser  has  the  power  to  foreclose  after  the  two-year  period  has 
elapsed  on  any  municipal  lien. 

In  some  instances  complete  information  relative  to  the  activity  in 
this  account  will  be  lacking  due  to  the  fact  that  the  figures  are  taken 
from  the  financial  statements  of  the  municipalities  direct  rather  than 
from  the  reports  of  audit. 

Capital  Debt 

Under  the  caption  of  "Capital  Debt"  are  set  forth  school  debt,  self- 
liquidating  or  utility  debt,  and  other  capital  debt.  Under  the  New 
Jersey  statutes,  the  aforementioned  figures  represent  indebtedness 
whether  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  but  not  issued. 

Under  deductions  will  be  found  school  debt,  self -liquidating  debt, 
and  other  deductions.  School  debt,  except  in  the  case  of  city  school 
districts,  is  the  indebtedness  of  a  separate  corporation.  (In  the  case  of 
city  districts,  school  debt  is  an  obligation  of  the  municipal  corporation 
and  the  payment  thereof  is  provided  for  by  the  municipality,  whereas 
in  other  districts  the  payment  is  provided  for  by  the  school  corpora- 
tion.) The  statutes  in  all  cases  permit  deductions  for  school  debt  up 
to  6%  of  the  three  next  preceding  years'  average  assessed  valuations  of 
real  property  (and  8%  in  those  cases  where  there  is  a  certified  high 
school).  Thus,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  full  amount  of  school  debt  is 
deductible  except  in  those  cases  where  it  exceeds  the  6%  (or  8%) 
average. 

Self-liquidating  or  utility  debt  is  deductible  as  a  whole  where  the 
utility  is  entirely  self-sustaining.  In  those  cases  where  the  utility  is 
not  self-sustaining,  the  operating  deficit  is  capitalized  at  5%  and 
becomes  a  charge  against  the  debt  limit  of  the  municipality. 


The  deductions  for  capital  debt  come  about  mainly  through  sinking 
funds  or  funds  in  hand  applicable  to  the  gross  debt,  and  amounts  owing 
by  other  governmental  agencies.  It  follows  that  indebtedness  which  is 
authorized  for  the  purpose  of  funding  or  refunding  already  existing 
debt  may  appear  as  a  deduction.  The  debt  limit  in  New  Jersey  is  7% 
of  the  average  of  assessed  valuations  of  real  property  including  im- 
provements for  municipalities  and  4%  for  counties. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  reports  that  the  percentage  of  debt  is  in 
excess  of  the  7%  limit  in  a  number  of  cases.  This  has  come  about 
through  the  funding  of  floating  debt,  the  incurring  of  debt  through  an 
order  of  a  superior  governmental  authority  and  in  some  instances 
through  the  change  in  the  method  of  computing  net  debt  as  provided 
for  in  the  1935  Bond  Act  revision  (under  the  previous  statute,  utility 
debt  was  deductible  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  utility  was  self- 
sustaining  and  special  assessment  debt  was  also  deductible).  Possibly 
the  greatest  change  has  been  brought  about  through  what  is  commonly 
known  as  an  "extension  of  credit"  for  school  construction,  more  par- 
ticularly mentioned  in  the  paragraph  which  follows. 

Chapter  260  of  the  Laws  of  1946  as  amended  by  Chapter  252  of 
the  Laws  of  1952  permitted  school  districts  to  incur  indebtedness  which 
would  use  up  all  the  borrowing  power  of  the  school  district  as  well  as 
the  borrowing  power  of  the  municipality  where  the  need  for  added 
school  facilities  was  certified  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  as 
being  necessary.  In  addition  the  Local  Government  Board  must  certify 
that  the  added  indebtedness  will  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  im- 
pair the  ability  of  the  municipality  and  school  district  to  operate  and 
meet  the  required  debt  service  and  other  obligations.  Since  the  passage 
of  these  laws,  some  462  separate  applications  have  been  considered 
involving  over  315  million  dollars. 

Capital  Outlay 

A  statement  of  Capital  Outlay  appears  in  this  report.  This  state- 
ment, which  is  broken  down  under  the  following  captions :  Beaches  and 
Boardwalks,  Buildings  and  Equipment,  Parks  and  Playgrounds ;  Sew- 
ers ;  Streets,  Roads  and  Bridges,  Water  Supply  and  Other  Purposes, 
represents  amounts  paid  in  cash  from  capital  or  bond  funds  in  1956.  In 
the  main,  these  capital  funds  are  derived  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  bonds  or  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  amounts  reported  represent 
actual  cash  disbursements ;  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  record  capital 
commitments. 

Capital  outlay  in  the  Current  Division  of  accounts  is  reported  in 
a  separate  classification  appearing  in  the  expenditure  statement  under 
the  heading  of  Capital  Improvements  and  Capital  Improvement  Fund. 

Several  inquiries  as  to  the  fact  that  no  expenditures  appeared 
under  the  caption  of  "Streets  and  Roads "  for  "New  Construction 
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call  for  a  word  of  explanation.  Present  budgeting  for  this  purpose 
places  it  under  "Capital  Outlay' '  in  the  current  budget.  Previously 
it  was  set  up  as  a  separate  item  under  "Streets  and  Koads." 

Utility  Operations 

Every  municipally  operated  utility  or  enterprise  must  maintain  a 
separate  set  of  accounts.  If  the  utility  is  entirely  self-sustaining  and 
there  is  a  surplus,  such  surplus  may  be  used  to  reduce  current  taxa- 
tion. If  the  utility  operates  at  a  deficit,  general  taxation  must  provide 
the  necessary  funds  to  meet  such  operating  deficit.  The  use  of  surplus 
to  reduce  the  current  tax  levy  is  permissible  while  the  budgeting  of 
deficits  in  the  current  tax  levy  is  mandatory.  As  stated  elsewhere  in 
this  report,  the  extent  to  which  the  utility  is  self -liquidating  determines 
the  amount  of  the  capital  debt  which  is  deductible  in  any  debt  statement. 
(In  addition,  it  may  determine  the  amount  of  new  utility  debt  which 
may  be  incurred.)    Statements  appear  on  pages  593-596,  inclusive. 

Every  utility  must  make  a  budget,  which  is  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  general  operating  budget  of  the  municipality.  The  figures 
shown  under  expenditures  and  required  payments  represent  cash  dis- 
bursements together  with  appropriation  reserves.  The  receipts 
represent  cash  only. 

Special  Assessments 

There  has  been  inquiry  as  to  why  figures  dealing  with  special 
assessments  for  benefits  have  not  been  incorporated  in  this  report.  The 
present  Local  Bond  Law  allows  no  deductions  for  benefit  assessments, 
thus  many  improvements  which  were  previously  undertaken  as  local 
improvements  due  to  the  fact  that  the  indebtedness  could  be  created 
without  affecting  the  debt  limit  of  the  municipality  are  not  undertaken. 
While  improvements  are  being  assessed  against  property  specially 
benefited,  the  volume  does  not  assume  great  importance  at  this  time. 

Special  District  Taxes 

The  New  Jersey  statutes  provide  for  the  levy  of  special  district 
taxes  under  certain  conditions.  In  the  main,  these  have  to  do  with  fire 
and  light  districts  in  townships.  In  addition,  there  are  a  limited  number 
of  sewer,  garbage,  and  other  special  districts.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  report  on  these  districts.  Tests  made  some  years  ago  indicated 
that  the  over-all  costs  of  operating  these  several  districts  were  nominal 
compared  with  other  municipal  requirements  and  while  the  required 
payments  to  the  special  districts  appear  in  the  report,  no  detail  as  to 
operating  expenditures  is  shown.  In  the  case  of  fire  districts,  no 
reports  are  filed  with  the  Division;  thus  it  is  impossible  to  present 
detail  covering  the  costs  of  fire  district  operations  and  the  other  dis- 
tricts are  limited  in  number  and  the  amount  of  money  required.     A 
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district  tax  levy  represents  a  special  levy  imposed  upon  a  portion  of  a 
municipality  (usually  a  township)  for  the  rendering  of  a  certain  service. 
The  balance  of  the  municipality  is  not  liable  for  this  tax.  Furthermore, 
the  municipality  is  not  liable  for  the  obligations  of  the  district. 

"Cash  Deficits" 

While  the  term  "Cash  Deficit"  does  not  appear  in  this  report  ex- 
cept in  the  comparative  statement  of  budgets  appearing  on  page  XX, 
under  the  New  Jersey  Cash  Basis  Act  a  municipality  which  does  not 
collect  sufficient  cash  within  a  given  year  to  meet  all  expenditures  and 
required  payments,  including  amounts  owing  to  the  county  and 
local  school  districts,  finishes  the  year  with  a  cash  deficit.  This  cash 
deficit  must  be  included  in  the  budget  of  the  next  succeeding  year,  which 
requirement  serves  to  keep  a  budget  in  balance,  not  only  from  a 
mathematical  standpoint  but  from  a  cash  standpoint.  It  will  be  noted 
that  municipalities  have  incurred  collective  deficits  running  as  high  as 
$8,000,000,  although  the  "cash  deficits"  for  the  year  1956  was  $90,482. 

Cash  Basis  of  Operations 

Under  New  Jersey  statutes,  cash  basis  refers  to  a  plan  of  budget- 
ary operation  whereby  the  collection  rate  of  the  preceding  year  is 
applied  to  the  total  tax  requirement  and  the  levy  overlaid  to  an  extent 
which  will  produce  sufficient  cash  from  current  collections  to  balance 
the  budget  (and  other  requirements).  The  overlay  is  represented  by  a 
"Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes."  However,  the  "Reserve"  appear- 
ing on  the  appropriation  side  of  the  budget  may  be  offset  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  a  revenue  from  delinquent  taxes. 

The  cash  basis  in  its  simplest  terms  is  the  determination  of  the 
amounts  of  cash  revenues  available  for  expenditure  from  other  than 
the  tax  levy  and  the  amount  of  the  new  levy  needed  to  produce 
the  additional  cash  required  in  order  to  meet  the  obligations  of  the 
fiscal  year ;  the  amounts  of  cash  receipts  from  the  new  tax  levy  and  all 
other  available  revenues  being-  determined  on  the  basis  of  actual 
experience  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year. 

From  the  above,  it  follows  that  if  the  municipality's  obligations 
for  the  new  fiscal  year  amount  to  $100  and  if  there  are  available  on 
the  basis  of  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year,  revenues  of  $40  to  be 
received  in  cash  from  sources  other  than  a  new  tax  levy,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  receive  in  cash  during  the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $60 
from  the  new  tax  levy  and  if  80  cents  of  each  dollar  of  tax  levied  in 
the  next  preceding  year  was  collected  in  cash  during  such  year,  then 
$75  of  new  taxes  must  be  levied  in  order  to  produce  the  required 
$60  referred  to  above. 
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The  objectives  of  the  cash  basis  are  twofold:  (1)  to  provide 
sufficient  cash  to  meet  all  current  obligations  of  the  municipality  in  cash 
as  and  when  they  are  payable;  and  (2)  to  improve  the  credit  position 
of  our  municipalities. 

At  the  present  time,  all  municipalities  and  counties  prepare  cash 
basis  budgets. 

Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes 

The  "Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes"  is  in  effect  a  balancing  figure 
in  every  municipal  and  county  budget  which  will,  based  upon  the  esti- 
mated collection  of  the  current  levy,  provide  the  cash  required  for  the 
operations  of  the  municipality,  debt  service,  and  mandatory  payments 
to  the  State  and  county.  While  the  reserve  is  computed  as  an  overlay 
on  the  current  tax  levy,  it  only  represents  an  actual  overlay  to  the 
extent  that  the  revenues  from  delinquent  taxes  and  liens  fail  to  produce 
sufficient  cash  to  offset  the  reserve  for  uncollected  taxes.  In  other 
words,  there  is  a  distinction  between  the  "  Reserve  for  Uncollected 
Taxes"  and  a  " Reserve  for  Uncollectible  Taxes."  The  former  repre- 
sents the  amount  required  to  balance  the  budget  from  a  mathematical 
standpoint,  while  the  latter  represents  an  amount  required  to  be  raised 
currently  to  meet  a  loss  in  taxes  due  to  non-collection.  In  those  cases 
where  the  "Reserve  for  Uncollected  Taxes"  is  in  excess  of  the  an- 
ticipated receipts  from  delinquent  taxes,  the  budget  is  actually  subject 
to  an  overlay,  but  in  those  cases  where  this  reserve  is  less  than  the 
estimated  receipts  from  delinquent  taxes,  the  result  is  the  reverse. 

Current  Finances 

A  condensed  current  or  operating  balance  sheet  prepared  as  of  the 
end  of  the  year  is  shown  for  each  municipality.  This  current  balance 
sheet  captioned  "Current  Finances,  December  31,  1956,"  reflects  cur- 
rent cash,  taxes  and  other  receivables,  cash  liabilities,  reserves  and 
surplus  revenue.  State  Highway  Grants  in  Aid,  due  and  owing  the 
municipality,  have  been  treated  as  part  of  the  Surplus  Revenue  of  the 
municipality,  thus  this  item  is  shown  separately.  This  statement  is  a 
true  index  of  the  current  financial  position  of  the  municipality. 

Per  Capita  Figures 

Following  the  plan  of  previous  reports  per  capita  figures  for 
Municipal  Functions,  Debt  Service,  Total  Tax  Levy  and  Gross  Capital 
Debt  are  shown  on  the  sheet  setting  forth  the  financial  picture  of  the 
municipality.  It  is  believed  that  this  facilitates  following  the  per  capita 
figures  and  the  pertinent  source.  1950  census  figures  have  been  used 
in  these  computations.

To  meet  the  many  requests  of  investment  houses  and  others  in- 
terested in  municipal  finance  a  tabulation  of  "Outstanding  Debt"  has 
been  made  part  of  this  report.  (See  page  569.)  This  debt  is  broken 
down  as  follows :  Municipal  Debt,  Assessment  Debt,  School  Debt, 
Utility  Debt  and  Outstanding  Notes.  These  notes  include  the  following 
temporary  debt:  General  Obligations,  Utility  Obligations  and  Assess- 
ment Obligations. 

The  foregoing  statement  deals  only  with  debt  issued  and  outstand- 
ing, while  the  statement  of  "Capital  Debt,"  mentioned  on  page  X 
refers  to  debt  "authorized"  as  well  as  debt  issued.  The  fact  that 
authorizations  may  be  abandoned  or  revised  indicated  a  need  for  a 
statement  of  actual  obligations  outstanding.  All  school  debt  is  included 
in  this  tabulation.  (Last  year's  statement  showed  Chapter  VI  school 
debt  only.) 

Authority  or  District  Debt 

Xo  information  is  included  in  this  report  relative  to  the  amount  of 
authority  or  district  debt  outstanding.  AVhile  under  the  statutes 
authorities  are  required  to  file  reports  with  the  Division,  the  number 
of  such  reports  filed  does  not  permit  the  inclusion  of  a  statement  of 
such  debt.  In  general,  this  debt  is  not  raised  by  taxation  at  large,  being 
liquidated  by  revenues  of  the  authority  or  district;  still  it  is  an  over- 
lapping debt  and  thus  has  a  bearing  on  the  fiscal  picture  of  the  munici- 
pality or  county. 

It  is  hoped  to  include  this  information  in  the  1957  Report.
